The name ofthe man Is supposed to be 
M irtin Husker, of Southern California. 
Piper’s Opera Troupe at Virginia City lost 
everything by the fire. Piper will Immedi­ 
ately rebuild the Opera House and keep all 
Winter engagements. 
Two trains heivily loaded with peoplo left 
Virginia City yesterday lor California. 


Mr. James A. McCrorey of Thomas- 
ton, Georgia.who has been a constant 
re nler of the H erald for the past 
year, arrived in our city yesterday 
and expresses himself well pleased 
with our city and valley so far as lie 
has seen. 


A n exchange calls Moody and Sa n- 
:ey, the greatest of modern humbugs. 
Vo have seen no evidence to prove

o more than the general considera- 
Ion bestowed on the great throng of 
Lumbuggers. 


Th e r e is not a more law abiding 
or peaceable community in the state 
than I hat of Los Angeles. W e cannot 
escape the common lot of all large and 
thriving cities—the visits of rough and 
dangerous characters. Rut our offi­ 
cers are faithful and vigilant and all 
may rest assured that themselves and 
their property will be protected; the 
laws enforced and offenders punished. 
W e make these remarks in contradic­ 
tion of a two line libel on the commu­ 
nity iu last evening’s Express. 


In Maryland all public officers are 
n q iiiu d to periodically give full, 
complete and sati-factory accounts of 
their stewardship. 
If their reports 
are unsatisfactory they are given a 
specified number of days to make 
good their deficit and if they fail in 
this their names, place of resilience 
and thecharacter of their offense is 
published iu the papers and playcarded 
throughout the State that the people 
may know who has been tried and 
found wanting. If this law prevailed 
in California the newspapers would 
have a fine advertising patronage and 
the name of the black sheep would he 
legion. 


A s the details and consequences of 
the great fire in Virginia City reach 
us we begin to realize the extent of 
suffering and privation to which the 
people of the unfortunate town are 
subjected. In a more congenial cli­ 
mate the suffering would be compara­ 
tively light but the atmosphere ofthe 
high altitude In which the city is lo­ 
cated, is at this season of the year 
biting cold 
and snow 
and ruin 
storms are of frequent 
occurence. 
Hundreds of thinly clad women and 
children were exposed to the snow 
storm which prevailed there on Wed­ 
nesday night and their sufferings were 
beyond the conception of those whose 
liome9 are in a clime wheresnow nev­ 
er falls and intense cold is never felt. 


Deny the Charge. 
Some ot the journals in the middle 
portion of the State deny that there is 
a feeling of jealousy existing in their 
section against Southern California. 
W e would be pleased to know that 
this was the case, but unfortunately 
the evidence is against it. The Sac­ 
ramento Union before it changed 
hands indulged in many flings at this 
part of the State, and was never so 
happy as when drawing on its imag­ 
ination for drouth and sand storms, 
wbicii it invariably located in South­ 
ern California. Gentlemen of apparent 
reliability who have just arrived in 
this valley say they were informed by 
a number of persons in Sacramento 
that Los Angeles was not a desirable 
place to locate; that it was an out-of- 
the-worlil place, where crops failed 
often and no good land could be found. 
But for all tills we entertain no ani­ 
mosity toward our up country neigh­ 
bors. 
Detraction cannot affect the 


prosperity of Southern California. 
People will come and see for them­ 
selves, and that is all that is necessary 
to insure their permanent residence 
among us. In u complaining spirit 
i lie journals in question say Los An­ 
geles valley lias been more thoroughly 
advertised than any other portion ol 
the State. We are willing to concede 
this, and the fact that it is so is evi­ 
dence of the enterprise und industry 
of the people and their local journals. 
But iu sending abroad information 
concerning our county we have avoid­ 
ed misrepresentation and over-color 
and made only such statements as are 
verified by those who come and see for 
themselves. W hat we have done may 
be done by any other section of the 
•State. There is good land and good 
opportunities all over California. 


Church and State. 
It will not he tlie fault of the dissen­ 
sion makers if the next great internal 
commotion which shall shake mir 
country íroin centre to circumference 
is not a religious struggle—a bloody 
contest between sects and denomina­ 
tions who preaeh peace on eaith; good 
will to men. The address of the Pics- 
ident at Des Moines in which lie pre­ 
dicted a religious war, aroused discus­ 
sion and sectarian organs and minis­ 
ters have already extended argument 
to heated debate and acrimonious dis­ 
pute. The common intelligence will 
not readily accept the predictions of 
the President as probably true. It is 
difficult to imagine that in a country 
where the line between church and 
State is so clearly and distinctly drawn 
—where the barrier between the two 
is so broad and high that the archi­ 
tects of our government believed it 
impassible—where universal liberty 
i s I he birthright of the people: where re 
ligious tolcrut ion is the broadest in the 
world; where every man and woman 
has a guaranteed right to worship God 
according to the dictates of his or her 
own conscience—that the followers 
of creeds should cut 
each other’s 
throats for the gospel’s sake. Such a 
disaster seems impossible under a gov­ 
ernment where free schools are an in­ 
tegral part of the super-structure; 
where the church spires of every creed 
sect and denomination point heaven­ 
ward and when all are equally protect­ 
ed. Yet flie Chief Executive of the 
land has usseited that such a contest 
will yet be waged and upon his hint 
the leaders of sect are indirectly char­ 
ging each other with an intent to 
bring it upon us. W e attach no im­ 
portance to these predictions. D> mo- 
gogues and fanatics may labor for 
their fruition but when the masses 
arc the masters and those masters «re 
educated and intelligent; where every 
voter reads and thinks for himself, 
demagoguism and fanaticism do not 
flourish. We have an abiding faith 
in the ability of the people to govern 
themselves. 


Tempest in a Teapot. 


“T he Sm ta Afonía Outlook says r he Lo< An- 
gelc- und lielep. lid no* railr >ud can always 
b-h lit a-a clv-ck on not onlv the Sou hern 
i a lfic but mU other mu.ii. th.it m iy lion-af er 
be b illt. riiiit .ep'nds-On who owns 1 .” 
The above item appeared in the 
H e r a l d some days ago and would 
never have been thought of by us 
again had we not found it doing duty 
as a text for a column editorial in a 
¡ate number of the Santa Monica Out­ 
look. Our seaside cotemporary waxes 
wrathily indignant and indignantly 
wrathy over that innocent paragraph 
and proceeds to manufacture of it an 
insinuation that the present owner­ 
ship of the Los Angeles and Indepen­ 
dence Railroad is liable to change 
hands sometime within the next five 
hundred years. Really we intended 
no such insinualion. 
We are ty no 
means ignorant of the fact that the 
present ownership and management 
of that invaluable piece of railroad is 
as immutable as the univer-al and us 
unchangeable as the laws of I he Medes 
and Persians. W e know that money 
is all powerful, but we also know that 
it will not purchase a thing that is 
not to be sold. 
W e agree with the 
Outlook that the Los Angeles and In­ 
dependence Railroad cannot change 
hands. On the subject of the great 
value of the road we agree once more 
with our sprightly though we fear a 
little over sensitive seoside cotempo­ 
rary. If we had not foreseen the bene­ 
ficial results which the road would 
work for I.os Angeles Valley we 
should not so long, so persistently and 
so tirelessly 
advocated 
its con­ 
struction. The credit of having sug­ 
gested, inaugeratcd and worked up 
this railroad enterprise has been ac­ 
corded to the H e r a l d and we are 
proud of our work. It is a good thing 
and we can hardly express our grati­ 
tude for the approval of our efforts by 
the Outlook and other journals. 


T h e indications are that the Cen­ 
tral Pacific Railroad Company are 
preparing for an early closing of the 
gap in railroad communication be 
tween San f rancisco and Portland, 
Oregon. The California and Oregon 
road now terminates at Redding iu 
the extreme upper end of the Sacra­ 
mento Valley and the Oregon road 
extends no further South than Oak­ 
land in tiie Umpqua Valley. The in­ 
tervening space between the termini 
'of the two roads i*, we believe, about 
three hundred miles. W hen this gup 
l9closed we shall have a continuous 
line of railroad extending up and 
down the coast from San Gorgonio 
Puss to Portland Oregon—a distance 
of between twelve and fhteen hund­ 
red miles. The greater portion ofthe 
route below Redding and O iklaii(l Is 
rough and mouutanious but I he Cen­ 
tral Pacific managers are accustomed 
to encountering and overcoming ob­ 
stacles of this character. 


Establishment ot a Law Library In Los 
Angeles. 
E dito r H e r a l d : W e have some 
elglily-six lawyers in the respective 
cities and towns of Los Angelí s coun­ 
ty, the great majority of whom reside 
in this city. I>y I lie different convey­ 
ances leading to this city we think it 
is fair to average the monthly arri­ 
vals at not le-s ihan fifleeu hundred 
souls. It is quite reasonable to esti­ 
mate the arrival of one attorney per 
week, four each month, or fifty-two 
per annum. So rapidly are the peo­ 
ple of the frigid States of the East 
making their way to the eternal 
Springtim e of that magnificent cen­ 
ter bel ween Santa Balitara and San 
Diego that it is putting the people of 
Los Angeles to their very trumps to 
provide homes and farms at reason­ 
able rates to fill the demand. 
A few years ago Kansas City was a 
mere camp. Soon it graduated into 
twenty thousand, and tho attorneys 
then went to work to estuhlish a law 
library. To-day Kansas City boasts 
her forty thousand inhabitants, and it 
shows one of the finest law libraries 
in the Great West. It has made itself 
so prominent in this respect that the 
Government hasestablislied a District 
und a Circuit Fide ral Court in that 
city. But it must be first understood 
that the attorneys of that city boldly 
went to work to establish a magnifi­ 
cent library, That being done, they 
petitioned Congress to fix two Federal 
courts in their midst. The request 
was granted. 
W e understand that there is a peti­ 
tion vigorously circulated through the 
respective counties of tlie Southern 
portion <>f tiie Stale soliciting the next 
Congress to establish a District Court 
in this city. We think it is a little 
premature, and hope that our citizens, 
especially attorneys, will reconsider^ 
the matter—and the same suggestion 
is presented to our neighbors of the 
adjoining counties—and delay action 
in this matter and turn their attention 
to first building up a respectable law 
library in this city. That beingdone, 
then with great force and plausibility 
we can solicit the government with an 
assurance that the want will be sup­ 
plied. Of course it is evident that Los 
Angeles will, as it is now, be the 
grand center of one-half of the great 
State of California. W e think that is 
universally conceded. 
W e present 
these views not only to our brethren 
of the bar, but to our business friends 
at large, not alone iu the city and 
county of Lo9 Angeles, but of the ad­ 
jacent counties, who certainly would 
form a part of the Southern Federal 
Judicial District.

We 
have tuken considerable pains to ob­ 
tain from the agents doing business in 
Virginia City a statement of what 
their respective losses amount to, so 
far as they are able to judge at present, 
with the following re.-ult: The agents 
of the Commercial Union Assurance 
of London, the American Central »f 
St. Louis, and the Merchants’ Fire In­ 
surance of New York, have not yet 
been able to make any estimate of 
their losses. The totaTrisks of these 
companies in Virginia amount to 
nearly $200,000. 
The agent of the 
Underwriter»’ agency of New York, 
the Phoenix of Brooklyn, the Manhat­ 
tan of New York, and the Home of 
New Jersey report that neither of 
these companies had any written risk 
within the burned district. The State 
Investment Insurance Company have 
made no estimate of their losses as 
yet. It is supposed to he heavy, as 
their risks are large. The total risks 
o fth e Union Insurance Company in 
the burned district amount to $11,000. 
An adjustment was sent up this morn­ 
ing. The Liverpool and London and 
Globe had ¿10,000 written on theOphir 
hoisting works. 
Their total loss is 
represented to he in this one item. 
The total risks of the Imperial of 
London and the Queen of Liverpool in 
Virginia City amount to ¿100,000, 
evenly divided between tlie two com­ 
panies. The agents of the Imperial 
and Queen of London expect definite 
advices this evening, but up to 2 P. M. 
nothing had been received to change 
their previous estimate of $100,000 for 
both companies.

The Virginia»* Ntlll Alive. 
V ir g in ia C ity, October 28th.—The 
Evening Chronicle furnishes the fol­ 
lowing report: 
“ Virginia feels in better spirit to­ 
day. 
The ruined walls, smoking 
heaps of debris, pile9of gnarled iron 
and small mountains of broken brick 
are becoming familiar to the eye, and 
the man who yesterday had to stop 
and scratch his head ere he could pick 
out a street from among the ruined 
waste, trots about to-day with an air 
of familiarity and Increased cheerful­ 
ness. Everybody seems to make It a 
point of honor to be as cheerful us pos­ 
sible. Virginia has evidently a large 
share of the Mark Tapley spirit, and 
it is determined to come out strong 
under adverse circumstances. 
The 
amount of Jollity developed by the 
thousands of men who have lost their 
ull is astounding. The universality of 
the destruction of property without 
doubt doubt makes it easier to bear. 
It may not be generous in Smith to 
bear the loss of bis house better be­ 
cause Jones’ house is la ashes, but 


that Smith does take comfort iu tip­ 
ióse of his neighbor’s house Is none 
Hie less true. Men are ashamed to 
complain when they know that every 
•ne about them is in as sad a plight as 
themselves. In the midst of its ashes, 
therefore, Virginia is cheerful, and 
instead of crying over spilt milk Is 
•iravi ly setting about to build up 
igain what the fire has laid waste. 
The energy of the business men of the 
city is remarkable. Before the wrecks 
>f their three and four story brick 
buildings are done smoking they have 
set small armies of laborers to work 
clearing away rubbish and putting up 
temporary shunties. Stuck up within 
a few feet of the red-hot smoldering 
piles of debris are little written no­ 
tices informing the public that so-atid- 
-o are not by any means dead yet, but 
will resume business in a day or 
two. Others still more enterprising 
have had lumber hauled to the ground 
and with all dispatch are erecting 
buildings and preparing to begin bus­ 
iness again at the earliest possible mo­ 
ment. On (J street the Lafayette mar­ 
ket ran up a sited yesterday and last 
night, and to-day has been doing a 
rushing business in chops and steaks. 
Hie ¡ánug saloon lias reopened in a 
little corner shanty, and over a bar 
formed of two rough boards dispenses 
whisky to the Virginia sufferers at the 
generous tariff'of one bit a drink. 
The restaurants are doing a rushing 
business, and in those of the Rawbone 
variety the improvement in tlie. class 
of customers proves that the fire,while 
leveling hriclt and stone, did equally 
as effective work on the social lines. 
Gus being one of the departed luxu­ 
ries, candles in elegant sticks com­ 
posed of small blocks of wood and three 
nails grace m e tables of the eating 
houses. Tho waiters are saucy and 
excited, and the importance of the 
proprietors can only be equaled by the 
dignity of a special policeman. Hom e­ 
less people who the night before had 
camped on the hill-sides, in the old 
tunuels, and bivouacked behind boul­ 
ders and piles of sage-brush devoted 
the hours of yesterday to a search for 
more comfortable quarters, and gene­ 
rally succeeded. To the credit of hu­ 
man nature it may be set down that 
not a single instance is known where 
the doors of those who escaped ruin 
have been closed against the home 
less. Every house in town is n sort 
of barrack, the spare beds are all dou­ 
ble-loaded, of course, and half the pop­ 
ulation sleep on shake-down?, eat 
where they can and keep up an amaz­ 
ing cheerfulness. Yesterday toward 
sundown a cold W est wind sprang up, 
which brought rain. After dark the 
rain changed to snow, und it seemed 
as if heaven were determined to send 
its whole list of afflictions upon the 
suffering city in a lump. The few sa­ 
loons remaining of the prosperous 
hundreds of Monday did a tremendous 
business. Mixed drinks were gener­ 
ally barred, as the press of business 
allowed no time for such concoctions, 
and the Virginia sufferers had to con­ 
tent themselves with uncompromising 
straight. The sufferers were deprived 
of even their whisky after 8 o’clock, 
for at tliut hour Gen. John B. Winters 
detailed squads of men who marched 
about peremptorily closing all saloons. 
This move, though rather summary, 
was a good one. A great many men 
hud taken more liquor than was good 
for them, and fights were becoming 
too frequent for (be comfort of sober 
citizens. The military took entire 
charge of the town and preserved 
property from thieves, who were nu­ 
merous, and during the day carried off 
a good deal of property from the sites 
of burned buildings. Strollers along 
the devastated streets found bayonets 
confronting them at the most unex­ 
pected points, and were forced to turn 
back.

day and last night the priests were 
most earnest and tiie masses most de­ 
vout. 
The priests kneeled and chant­ 
ed the blue gowned boys bowed, and 
the rank and file looked on with great 
interest. The pi occasion 
of priests 
and musicians made a solemn tour 
around Chinatown, and spent consid­ 
erable time at certain stores praying 
for tiie dead.

the prayers were supplemented with 
elegant spreads for the nourishment 
of lite disembodied Chinamen, and 
tile evil spirits that are supposed to 
trouble lite celestial existence of the 
deceased were quieted by tine burning 
of prayers, the ringing of gongs and 
the firing or bombs. 
One of ttie 1st- 
ter got into the little shed devoted to 
the shelter of the effifly of the black 
devil and it was not long until his Sa­ 
tanic majesty was burned to ashes. 
The event caused considerable alarm, 
but the shed being of green lumber 
did not take lire mid soon tlie Chinese 
were 
going around congratulating 
each other; “ Devil burned, good luck- 
ee, good 
Dickie” seeming to think 
fiiat nis accidental destruction was a 
good omen. 
Last night at a late hour 
the two large figures that guarded the 
entrance to the Joss House were binn­ 
ed in the street, amid loud din, hide­ 
ous noises, 
monotonous chants and 
screeching music. T« • borrow, the Joss 
House will ba pulled down, and the 
permanent ornaments shipped by the 
priests to San Francisco. 
The expense 
of all this to jhe Chinamen has been 
very heavy. 
The three priests were 
paid $509 and their expenses, to come 
here during the fe-tlvnl; the m usi­ 
cians were paid S 150 and expenses, 
and the u»e of the two great figures of 
the door-keepers of the portals of 
Ilea Veil, cost $100 and freight. 
Alto­ 
gether it was a grand success, though 
it used up about $5,000 of John’s sur­ 
plus funds, but then it is a great re­ 
lief to the Mongolian to think I hut 
lie has got a religious hold on the dev­ 
il for even a short period.
